To eliminate odors, 
add 1 cup (8 oz / 250 mL) water and 1 cup (8 oz / 250 
mL) white vinegar to inner pot, and run Pressure Cook 
for 5 10 minutes, then QR pressure. 

More acute hard water staining may require a vinegar 
dampened sponge and some scrubbing. 

If there is tough or burned food residue at the bottom, 
soak in hot water tor a tew hours for easy cleaning. 

Wash after each use 

Ensure all exterior surfaces are dry before placing in 
cooker base. 

Use a barely-damp cloth to wipe any particles off 
power cord. 

Wipe the inside of the outer pot as well as the 
condensation rim with a barely-damp doth, and allow 
to air dry.
